THE INDIAN QUESTION. 

Amid the excitement of enrolling volun 
teers lor tho expedition against the Indians, n 
•very serious question arises — who is to con- 
tribute the necessary funds? Wo do not, ol 
course, propound this query to damp, in the 
slightest degree, '.he praiseworthy ardor o' 
those who have taken a prominent part in the 
volunteer movement; but simply with thi 
viow to have the matter clearly understood a' 
the outset. In Governor Seymour's accep 
tanco of Victoria assistance, British Columbi. 
cannot of course bo supposed lo bear the 
brunt of the expense. Wo are in this matter 
equally interested with the sister colony, und 
the outlay involved in bringing Iho murderers 
to justice, will hare to be bcrne to a certain 
extent, by our own people. We yesterday 
alluded to the necessity of furnishing a force 
of two hundred men, to march by the Bute 
and Keutinck routes. Taking Mr. Wadding- 
ton's calculations at $5 a day, we would have 
lor the expense ofa month — a period wo think 
almost sufficient for the purpose— tho very 
large sum of $30,000. Jt may be 
questioned whether Vuncouver Isluod is able 
to bear such an additional burthen ns 
this. If wo reduce the number to a hundred 
•we ot the same time extend, in all probabil- 
ity, the time employed in capturing tho mur 
dercra ; and il no further force is sent at • II, 
there- is every likelihood of the ruffians cccu 
ping, and lurther atrocities being committed 
en the whites in British Columbia. We are, 
therefore, to sorao extent on the horns of a 
dilemma. Between two evils, however, it is 
wisdom to choose the least ; and so we pto- 
fer adding burthens to our presont luxation 
in order to save life, and at the same lime 
probably preserve the country from on In- 
dian war. 

We must, however, lnolt this matter boldly 
in the face. We cannot expect Britirh 
Columbia to pay the whole of the expenses. 
id CB80 there is any considerable addition 
made to tho present forces that are sent in 
quest of the Chilcoatens, A fair share will 
undoubtedly have to be borne by the people 
of Vuncouver Island ; and this brings us at 
once to the helplessness of our condition ns 
a British colony. Settled in the midst of a 
savage, and to some extent, inimical popu- 
lation, we are liable at any moment to 
be plunged into hostilities with it. Yet 
the whole onus of our delence, and the 
defence of tho colony, is thrust upon our- 
selves. It is possible we might, even with 
our small population, be able to master the 
treacherous enemy; but financially we should 
be forever crippled, and the progress of the 
colony almost hopelessly destroyed. Tu 
every owner of real properly— lo every per- 
son who has n permanent investment in the 
country — this is a serious position in which to 
be placed. And yet il is a position by no 
means beyond the bounds of possible occur 
rence. At the present lime, when our ear; 
have been horrified by tidings of 
murder from the neighboring colony — 
a treble succession of massacres — 
intelligence reaohes us that the settlers iu our 
own colony — in the adjacent district of Cow- 
iohan — are far from being secure. Tho In- 
dians are becoming every day more and 
more presuming — more and more audacious ; 
nnd some of tho farmers are already making 
preparations to send their families to Victo- 
ria in con8equer.ee. We cannot, therefore, 
rely on continuous pcaoe, or immunity from I ' 1 1 . r ,J' 1 ',' i 7 > '' d ' 
outrages that may prove ultimately the 
death-blow to settling up the country or 
turning its resources to a profitable account, 

There was u time when wo had a sem- 
blance at least of a military force in 
the place — when the red-jacketed 
marines, small as was their number, in- 
spired a wholesome respect id the minds of 
tho savage. Now, however, the Indian sees 
no indication of military authority, and feels 
that he has but little to dread from any 
power that the whites aro apparently ablo lo 
exercise. To make amends, however, for the 
helpless condition in which we were loft, hj 
the withdrawal of the marines, and fur other 
objects, tho Imperial authorities talked uf 
Bending us out a regiment of soldiers. Il 
was simply, however, as usual, going Irom

in the colony." The time, we certaiuly be 
lieve, has arrived, when the Home Govern- 
ment should be reminded of its former inten- 
tions in this respeot, as well as our present 
holplcssnoss, both numerically and finan- 
cially. As a colony we have, no doubl, more 
than our share of the naval lorces. hut. 
unfortunately, however powerful and accep- 
table is the protection of our vessels or war 
along the coast, they cannot be expected to 
perform land service, what is mo.t required 
in our pieaent situation with the Indiuii 
population. We hope, iberelore, the present 
emergency will not bo lost sight of by Hi* 
Excellenov, nor the opportunity allowed In 
slip ol impressing upon the Colonial Ollice 
ibe necessity of having some military force 
stationed in these British pomossions on the 
North Pacific. In the meantime our exertions 
to punish the perpjtrators of the rcceut mur- 
ders, should not bo allo/ved for a moment to 
flag. Let the domestic aphorism of a "stitch 
in time," be our motto lor the occasion; and 

let il not be misunderstood that, iudipendem 

of our duty in a moral point of view, for ever) 

dollur properly spent in such an expedition, 

probably a hundred will be suved in lutlire. 

Let this matter be curried oat with earnest- 
ness becoming the occasion, and It will be 

indel'bly impressed upon the ludiuu mind 

that tho protecting u^is of a oivilizod ruce 

will bo thrown over every white mau in the 

solitudo as well us in tho city.

Wuiskkv Si:li,ino. — An old settler named 
Roaunond, living at .Meichosen, was brought 
up by Sergeant Blake yesterday, on a chorge 
of sclline: whiskey to Indians. Tho prisoner 
h us a ranch iu Melchoseu district, about two 
miles west of Albert Head, and near an en- 
campment ol Meichosen Indians. From in- 
formation received, Sergeant Hlake and 
aooiter officer went across to Meichosen, and 
secreled themselves near prisoner's home, 
and saw him hand a bottle ol litjuor to an 
Indian. They had seen ihe prisoner's kloolch 
man previously go inlo ttiu hush behind the 
house, and bring in tho bottle, which she 
handed to him. Tua klootcl man stated that 
she had sold the u luin" lo ihe Indian lor 
"siikutn dollar,'' which was noufiitned by ihi 
evidence ol 'he Indian hiiixelf. It appeared 
from lheeviili-r.ee ol i ho ffficeis, lhal a large 
(jUHOiily ol liquor was supplied to the natives 
Irom ibis houae. Pnsoiwjf muted thai ho was 
nn o,d setiler, knoviu 10 mui.y in Victoria 
Dr. llelmckeu among ti e number, who could 
tesiilv lo Ins good cliaracler. He d,d n"t 
drink any hinwll.and had never been btougbi 
up in the police court belore. Me said be had 
been unfortunate, having lost 8881) by Uhris- 
tinnA Z ideieky's luilure. and had only oeeu 
dnwti ai his lanoh a shori lime geltiiiK in Ins 
crops. The magistrate said it w-as unqueu- 
tioi.able that the prisoner hud handed the 
bmilo ol liquor to Inn Indian, and it was 
highly neceneary lo put a slop lo fuicn p'ue- 
liees, especially a! I h tk^tJjjJJJ 1 alarming -late 
ul all'airs. In cotisiiTwdViDii', however, ul ihe 
prisoner's previous j;oo,l oharacler, and tbia 
beinu Ihe nrst olleoce. lie would only iiifiicl 
olineol SI0 I'llll costs. He supposed the 
prisoner could ousily rai-e that amount.— 
l'risnnor— fen dollars! Yes, ten hundred it 
1 like. Mr. Wood luid thin line would neon 
reeoid aga nol li m, and if ev.-r he came up 
again, i ho lull penally ol tho law would be 
inflicted.

THE GOVERNOR ON THE BUTE 
TRAGEDY. 

The commiltee appointed at tho emergen- 
cy meeting, consisting of Kovds. Messrs 
Garrett and Evans, and Messrs. WaddiDglon, 
DeCoamos, Young, and M ollundai.ie, waited 
on His Exjelloncy yesterday at noon, and 
Dr. Evnns laid tho resolutions passed, before 
Ilia Excellency, who read them carefully, and 
expressed his hearty and entire concurrence 
wilh their spirit, remarking thai he Le<?u 
hardly assure ihe deputation that no one fell 
more strongly than himself, at the torrible 
events which had transpired, fie was very 
sorry, however, that ha fell himsolf practically 
powerless to take any active steps in the 
mattnr. As they wrro aware, he had aonl 
the ilepn^iiions of llin survivors of tho mas. 
sai re lo New Westminster as soon as possible 
and had staled 'o Governor Seymour that if 
he would accept aid fiom this colony, he could 
furnish any requisite number of volunteers. — | 
In reply, Governor Seymour had sent down I 
Mr. Good lo make the necessary arrange- I 
merits here; hut hud not said whether ihe j 
services of volunteers from this oniony would 
be required, as In was ihen unaware of whut| 
course il would be advisable to pursue. His 
Excellency remarked ihit ho was ol opinion 
that the Indian policy in these colonies, espe- 
j eially of late years, had been a very mistaken 
I one. No doubt tho 'bread and treacle" sys- 
l lem was efficacious at one period, but thai 
lime had gone by. The ttuo mode of dealing 
with savant's hero »r anywhere eUn was, with 
"Tii't justice, good failh, and the greatest 
litmness. 

Rev. Mr. Garrolt raid the first gteat thing 
to be ultended lo was. to place the expedition 
under ihe command ol a suitable person, who 
must bo well acquainted with llio cuuntry, 
and with the customs ol the Indians. 

His Excellency approved strongly nf this 
suggestion, and milled that tho expedition ; 
must lie placed on the most efleolive footing 
possible. He had only loitnd out the olhei I 
day lh'«t there were, ho did not know how 
many ntles belonging to Ihe colony, but hr 
hud jo"t seen in a nhed close to the govern- 
ment buildings, I.OOOslBnd of beautiful and 
»o«tly arms lying actually ealen inlo wilh 
rust, ami not even locked up I A* he saw a 
member of the Assembly present, he might 
say that as Ihe flojse had been diacussinv 
the national defences, here wore a portion ol 
Ihe il dences ol the colony which badly needed 
looking nl'ier 

Mr. Cs B. Voung said that lliern were som> 
Lillooet Indians here who might get Iheii 
Iribn to render valuable nid. and suggested 
nl-n the employment nf Mr. McLean, of the 
Pnnapurte, as u man of much experience iu 
such matters. 

Dr. Evans called attention to the great 
danger (In inhabitants nf Ibis island were in. 
nml said that lb; tiuKor concerned m most 
deeply. 

His Excellency said it was as well that the 
committee, as representativea ol tho public, 
should und ratand the trum position ol tbe 
case. Ho had had something to do with 
savages in his lime, and ho knew something 
ul the mode ef dealing with them. Hero wo 
yrere on this island with only two paid 
magistrates in the whole colony, when thote 
ought to bo in every sot'lemcnt a magistrate 
who should have a thorough knowledge of 
the Indians and their doings, and keep tho 
government well acquainted wilh all that 
was going: nn ; what was to prevent liko 
tragedies lo those we now deplore, happening 
in Cnmox or Cowl.han or elsewhere? 
Auoiner Rreat evil was licensing, whiskey 
sellers in the remote dis'ricls whore their 
only traffic could he in soiling to tho natives. 
It was the duty of the government lo protect 
by every means in their power tho outside 
settlers. As to tho enrolment now going on 
he thought it an excellent idea In any case ;
